Effective accuracy is another ma- 


jor unsolved problem ot

from jets. Two planes, both flying 
in Ihe 600- -mile-per-hour 
range, 


would approach each other at about 
1200 miles per hour. At Ihis speed 
they would be past each other be- 
fore either pilot could sec the 
plane. If a pilot can't see a plane, 
how can he shoot it clown? The an- 
swer is radar or some other elec- 
tronic device. But this sort of fire- 
control equipment is 
extremely 


complicated to operate and very 
heavy. 
Two jet planes 'dog fighting" is 
a maneuver which high speed ma- 
kes old fashioned. The jet plane has 
to turn in such wide arcs that by 
the time a pilot got his plane a- 
round lo lake another crack at an 
enemy, he would be so far away 
he wouldn't be able to find his foc^ 
in the sky. 
The Germans were first in 
tl-ft 
air during the war with jet planes. 
They had to slow them up to fire. 
This made them vulnerable. But 
the Germans also counted on the 
elements of surprise and speed in 
Ihe approach lo make attack suc- 
cessful. U. S. Air Force experts a- 
gree that speed and surprise are 
the chief values of jot fighters. But 
radar dolecling devices have been 
improved so much Ihe possibility 
of surprise has almost been elimi-

Senate Votes

Washington, March 28 —(UP) — 


Legislation to continue sugar ra- 
tioning for seven months, instead 
of the year sought by President 
Truman, probably will reach the 
While House sometime today. 


With present sugar controls due 
to expire Monday midnight, the 
Senate approved the shorter exten- 
sion last night and shot the bill back 
to the House for concurrence to 
amendments. The House was ex- 
pected to approve it without much 
debate. 


Senators who advocated a year's 


extension charged that the Oct. 31 
termination date would open the 
way for a speculators' field day. 
Chairman Charles W. Tobey, R., 


N. H. of Ihe Senale Banking Corn 
mitee, which had recommended a 
12-montn extension, was particular- 
ly bitter. 


He said speculators would sing,

from jets. Two planes, both flying 
in Ihe 600- -mile-per-hour 
range, 


would approach each other at about 
1200 miles per hour. At Ihis speed 
they would be past each other be- 
fore either pilot could sec the 
plane. If a pilot can't see a plane, 
how can he shoot it clown? The an- 
swer is radar or some other elec- 
tronic device. But this sort of fire- 
control equipment is 
extremely 


complicated to operate and very 
heavy. 
Two jet planes 'dog fighting" is 
a maneuver which high speed ma- 
kes old fashioned. The jet plane has 
to turn in such wide arcs that by 
the time a pilot got his plane a- 
round lo lake another crack at an 
enemy, he would be so far away 
he wouldn't be able to find his foc^ 
in the sky. 
The Germans were first in 
tl-ft 
air during the war with jet planes. 
They had to slow them up to fire. 
This made them vulnerable. But 
the Germans also counted on the 
elements of surprise and speed in 
Ihe approach lo make attack suc- 
cessful. U. S. Air Force experts a- 
gree that speed and surprise are 
the chief values of jot fighters. But 
radar dolecling devices have been 
improved so much Ihe possibility 
of surprise has almost been elimi-

High Cost of Higher Learning 
All of America's 
educational 


headaches aren't in the 
public 
schools. They're worse there, 
of 


course, with too few qualified tea- 
chers and too little money to pay 
them. But the colleges have their 
troubles, too. And these seem like- 
ly to grow worse as the 
public 
school problems arc solved. 


What Ihc colleges arc up against 


is told in the current issue 
of

The House was ex- 
pected to approve it without much 
debate.

The dispatches said A. A. An- 
dreyev told the plenum, of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist 
party that "if there had not been 
a collective farm regime, and if 
it were not for the Soviet power, 
such a drought would have meant 
a serious famine in the country." 


(The dispatches referred to were 


of March >7, when Andreyev was 
quoted in Mosc'ow newspapers as 
crediting the collective farm sys- 
tem with saving Russia from fam- 
ine. 


(Andreyev also was quoted at 
that time as reporting that potato 
production in the Soviet Union was 
below pre-war levels-, that 
there 
was a general shortage o* cows, 
"coins for exchange" — Andreyev 
that pigs were 
being 
used 
as 
called it "a practice of embezzling 
that should be stopped" —and that 
individuals and groups had 
em- 
bezzled or "improperly appropriat- 
ed" land from collective farms.) 


The Paris source said that 
at 
Christmas time when the food sit- 
uation grew worse in Russia, the 
government began slaughtering un- 
precedented numbers of cattle. 
"There were two reasons," 
he 
said. "The first reason was 
that 


the cattle were about to die from 
lack of forage. The second was to 
have their meat for human con- 
sumption. 


"As a result, there is more meat 


to eat in the cities of Russia now 
than in many years. But the coun- 
try's cattle population — far below 
normal as a result of the war — 
has been reduced enormously. It 
is estimated that one-third of Rus- 
sia's catle has been butchered this 
winter." 


Another factor contributing to 
the situation was 
the fact 
that 


UNRRA food shipments, a major 
source of supplies for the Donet 
Basin Industrial Workers ahd cities 
in the Ukraine, drew to an end this 
winter. 
"This forced the authorities to 
take food from other sources," the 
informant said.

The dispatches said A. A. An- 
dreyev told the plenum, of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist 
party that "if there had not been 
a collective farm regime, and if 
it were not for the Soviet power, 
such a drought would have meant 
a serious famine in the country." 


(The dispatches referred to were 


of March >7, when Andreyev was 
quoted in Mosc'ow newspapers as 
crediting the collective farm sys- 
tem with saving Russia from fam- 
ine. 


(Andreyev also was quoted at 
that time as reporting that potato 
production in the Soviet Union was 
below pre-war levels-, that 
there 
was a general shortage o* cows, 
"coins for exchange" — Andreyev 
that pigs were 
being 
used 
as 
called it "a practice of embezzling 
that should be stopped" —and that 
individuals and groups had 
em- 
bezzled or "improperly appropriat- 
ed" land from collective farms.) 


The Paris source said that 
at 
Christmas time when the food sit- 
uation grew worse in Russia, the 
government began slaughtering un- 
precedented numbers of cattle. 
"There were two reasons," 
he 
said. "The first reason was 
that 


the cattle were about to die from 
lack of forage. The second was to 
have their meat for human con- 
sumption. 


"As a result, there is more meat 


to eat in the cities of Russia now 
than in many years. But the coun- 
try's cattle population — far below 
normal as a result of the war — 
has been reduced enormously. It 
is estimated that one-third of Rus- 
sia's catle has been butchered this 
winter." 


Another factor contributing to 
the situation was

UNRRA food shipments, a major 
source of supplies for the Donet 
Basin Industrial Workers ahd cities 
in the Ukraine, drew to an end this 
winter. 
"This forced the authorities to 
take food from other sources," the 
informant said.

A few years ago, in New York, I 
got a telephone call from the Rev. 
Jerome L. Toner, a Catnolie priest, 
who was studying labor and union- 
ism which are not allogclhcr syn- 
onymous, and was iixing lo write 
a thesis on the closed shop for his 
Ph. D. from memory, I would say 
that he had been a lumberjack or 
longshoreman handling lumber in 
Ihe northwest. He knew a great 
deal about Dave Beck, the regional 
raler of the Teamsters' Union of 
Ihe A. F. of L. 
and Mr. Beck's 


system of cooperation • with 
em- 


.ploycrs in Ihe staled interests of 
industrial and civil peace but with 
results comparable to Mussolini's 
labor relations. He was no more 
naive about the hard facts of life 
within unions lhan he was aboul 
life in the barbarian areas where 
employers had excluded the unions 
by force. 


We lunched and I thoughl I had 


taught Father Toner well, so I 
reproached myself for failure when 
he finally plumped for the closed 
shop in a learned, but erroneous, 
work and got his degree. 


Father Toner is now professor of 


industrial relations at St. Martin's 
College, 
at La c c y, Washington, 


propagating his fallacy, no doubl. 
and he recently made a statement 
in support of it before the Senate 
commitee on Labor 
and 
Public 


Welfare. I shall refrain from tear- 
ing it lo shreds in this brief essay 
.because (A) it is loo long, complex 
and subtle for this compass; (B) I 
might only convert t o his heresy 
person who believe as I do, in- 
cluding myself. 


Father Toner told the commitlec 


that President De Valera had said 
to him: "I wish lo God' that the 
day had never conic when the mis- 
deeds of industrial relations 
be- 


came the headache and heartache 
of government. I wish they 
had 


stayed 
in 
the 
economic 
arena 


where they belong." 


In other words, "Backward, turn 


backward—." 


Next, my friend quoted from a 


decision by Chief Justice Tafl 
in 


which Mr. Taft said that .laborers 
must be given an opportunity 
to 


deal on equality with their employ- 
er. He then came out for industry- 
wide bargaining. 


As I told him long ago, this 


only means that 
one day, and 


there can be no beter day than 
the soonest day, we must give the 
worker an opportunity to .deal on 
equality with the men who run his 
union. But who are "we?" "We" 
means the workers, the citizens. 


"As you know from my 
book," 


Father Toner writes me, "I 
do. 


not condemn the closed shop as an 
institution but I do, wilh you, con- 
demn the individuals who abuse 
the closed shop and collective -bar- 
gaining. While atending the sick 
on the lower decks of the 
Queen 


Elizabeth on the way to Europe 
during this last period of madness 
called war, I saw a lot of rats thai 
disturbed me. Bui I would 
have 


been frantic if someone had said 
we should burn the ship to get rid 
of those rats, and I am talking 
about .the animal kind. I wish and 
pray that some of those men who 
like to be called leaders of labor 
had half Ihe honesty and principle 
that you have. It is not your fault 
if people get the wrong impres- 
sion;) from what you say, but it is 
Ihe fault of many labor leaders that 
workers have to suffer as they do. 
I have tried to stress that 
the 


Wagner act was made to protect 
the worker and not the unions. The 
later have taken over the protec- 
tions given by the ret to the work- 
ers to abuse them with it. 
And 


that goes 
especially when 
they 


have a closed shop." 


I quote the Benign words about 


me not in vanity but 
by 
way of 


showing that not all of us who dis- 
agree on principles are necessarily 
erocious 
although, even in Con- 


gress and among friends in com- 
moner walks of life, fury has de- 
stroyed friendship and respect. An- 
other purpose is to call atention to 
the fact that some men 
of 
high 


principle have not been deceived 
by those, whether dolls or rogues, 
who distort every 
revelation of 


their own failures and rascalities 
into attack;-, on "labor," meaning 
peoplu who work. 


I do believe thai a national act 


forbidding the closed shop would 
cause bloodshed in many cities and 
might paralyze the country with 
God-only-knows-whal awful conse- 
quences. To say that a government 
must face such crises or fall is 
impetuous. In this case we would 
create the crisis 
and 
1 would 


rather endure the closed shop in- 
definitely, and meanwhile 
euro 


some of' the evils which it inflicts, 
than sacrifice one life. 


Father Toner is deceived in. be- 


lieving thai the Wagner Act was 
made to "protect the worker and 
not the unions." Pn the first place 
Congress had no right to "protect 
the worker" in his relations with 
the employer. For that very reason 
the pretext was used in the Wagner 
Act of expediting and removing ob- 
structions to interstate commerce 
by abating labor disputes through 
collective bargaining. Next, I have 
to insist that the purpose of the 
act was not to protect the worker 
but to create and enlarge unions 
as political factors which would be 
as Francis Uiddle. then the ator- 
ney general, incautiously admited 
thev were, lied to the new deal gov- 
ernment. If there ever was any in- 
tention to abate labor disputes the 
fact was soon demonstrated that 
this law had the opposite effect. 
We immediately went into an era 
uf labor disputes more riotous and 
expensive than any other season of 
unicst since the Civil War, and 
Congress caught the Labor 
Rela- 


tions board in the act of fomenting 
disputes and lint-picking for griev- 
ances where none existed. The war 
period was even worse than the or- 
gam/mg period of the C. 1. O. ex- 
cept in the mailer of bloody an- 
archy and organized terror. That 
is to say, the record of strikes, 
slowdowns and 
studied waste of 


people, in a time when homes wore 
being disrupted to .shift men 
and 


women thousands of miles, was the 
worst in our history. We deliberate- 
ly used about three persons to do 
the work of two, and the Wagner 
Act was the cause of this. Many of 
those families will never 
be 
re- 


united. 
That the act was passed for the 


political benefit of Senator Wag- 
ner's party is seen in the fact that, 
throughout its life down to now, Ihe 
government has exalted, 
honored

A few years ago, in New York, I 
got a telephone call from the Rev. 
Jerome L. Toner, a Catnolie priest, 
who was studying labor and union- 
ism which are not allogclhcr syn- 
onymous, and was iixing lo write 
a thesis on the closed shop for his 
Ph. D. from memory, I would say 
that he had been a lumberjack or 
longshoreman handling lumber in 
Ihe northwest. He knew a great 
deal about Dave Beck, the regional 
raler of the Teamsters' Union of 
Ihe A. F. of L. 
and Mr. Beck's 


system of cooperation • with 
em- 


.ploycrs in Ihe staled interests of 
industrial and civil peace but with 
results comparable to Mussolini's 
labor relations. He was no more 
naive about the hard facts of life 
within unions lhan he was aboul 
life in the barbarian areas where 
employers had excluded the unions 
by force. 


We lunched and I thoughl I had 


taught Father Toner well, so I 
reproached myself for failure when 
he finally plumped for the closed 
shop in a learned, but erroneous, 
work and got his degree. 


Father Toner is now professor of 


industrial relations at St. Martin's 
College, 
at La c c y, Washington, 


propagating his fallacy, no doubl. 
and he recently made a statement 
in support of it before the Senate 
commitee on Labor 
and 
Public 


Welfare. I shall refrain from tear- 
ing it lo shreds in this brief essay 
.because (A) it is loo long, complex 
and subtle for this compass; (B) I 
might only convert t o his heresy 
person who believe as I do, in- 
cluding myself. 


Father Toner told the commitlec 


that President De Valera had said 
to him: "I wish lo God' that the 
day had never conic when the mis- 
deeds of industrial relations 
be- 


came the headache and heartache 
of government. I wish they 
had 


stayed 
in 
the 
economic 
arena 


where they belong." 


In other words, "Backward, turn 


backward—." 


Next, my friend quoted from a 


decision by Chief Justice Tafl 
in 


which Mr. Taft said that .laborers 
must be given an opportunity 
to 


deal on equality with their employ- 
er. He then came out for industry- 
wide bargaining. 


As I told him long ago, this 


only means that 
one day, and 


there can be no beter day than 
the soonest day, we must give the 
worker an opportunity to .deal on 
equality with the men who run his 
union. But who are "we?" "We" 
means the workers, the citizens. 


"As you know from my 
book," 


Father Toner writes me, "I 
do. 


not condemn the closed shop as an 
institution but I do, wilh you, con- 
demn the individuals who abuse 
the closed shop and collective -bar- 
gaining. While atending the sick 
on the lower decks of the 
Queen 


Elizabeth on the way to Europe 
during this last period of madness 
called war, I saw a lot of rats thai 
disturbed me.

It is not your fault 
if people get the wrong impres- 
sion;) from what you say, but it is 
Ihe fault of many labor leaders that 
workers have to suffer as they do. 
I have tried to stress that 
the 


Wagner act was made to protect 
the worker and not the unions. The 
later have taken over the protec- 
tions given by the ret to the work- 
ers to abuse them with it.

have a closed shop."

rather endure the closed shop in- 
definitely, and meanwhile 
euro 


some of' the evils which it inflicts, 
than sacrifice one life. 


Father Toner is deceived in. be- 


lieving thai the Wagner Act was 
made to "protect the worker and 
not the unions." Pn the first place 
Congress had no right to "protect 
the worker" in his relations with 
the employer. For that very reason 
the pretext was used in the Wagner 
Act of expediting and removing ob- 
structions to interstate commerce 
by abating labor disputes through 
collective bargaining. Next, I have 
to insist that the purpose of the 
act was not to protect the worker 
but to create and enlarge unions 
as political factors which would be 
as Francis Uiddle. then the ator- 
ney general, incautiously admited 
thev were, lied to the new deal gov- 
ernment. If there ever was any in- 
tention to abate labor disputes the 
fact was soon demonstrated that 
this law had the opposite effect. 
We immediately went into an era 
uf labor disputes more riotous and 
expensive than any other season of 
unicst since the Civil War, and 
Congress caught the Labor 
Rela- 


tions board in the act of fomenting 
disputes and lint-picking for griev- 
ances where none existed. The war 
period was even worse than the or- 
gam/mg period of the C. 1. O. ex- 
cept in the mailer of bloody an- 
archy and organized terror. That 
is to say, the record of strikes, 
slowdowns and 
studied waste of 


people, in a time when homes wore 
being disrupted to .shift men 
and 


women thousands of miles, was the 
worst in our history. We deliberate- 
ly used about three persons to do 
the work of two, and the Wagner 
Act was the cause of this. Many of 
those families will never 
be 
re- 


united. 
That the act was passed for the 


political benefit of Senator Wag- 
ner's party is seen in the fact that, 
throughout its life down to now, Ihe 
government has exalted, 
honored
